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"SUNDAY   AND   THE   HOME" 

THE  LORD'S  DAY  is  a  holy  day  --  not  a  holiday.   It  has 
been  set  apart  as  a  day  of  rest  and  worship.   A  sacred  Sab- 
bath begets  reverence  for  God.   It  is  not  pleasing  in  His 
sight  that  the  day  be  given  over  to  pleasure-seeking  in 
places  of  amusement  or  elsewhere. 

Sunday  Schools  and  meetings  have  been  so  arranged  as  to 
meet  the  convenience  of  the  people  and  leave  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  Sabbath  day  without  Church  appointments.   We 
earnestly  appeal  to  the  people  to  keep  their  meeting  appoint- 
ments faithfully  and  to  utilize  that  portion  of  Sunday  not 
appointed  for  meetings  in  promoting  family  association  in 
the  home,  with  the  purpose  of  stimulating  and  establishing 
greater  home  fealty,  a  closer  companionship  among  parents 
and  children,  and  more  intimate  relations  among  all  kindred. 

We  believe  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  families  to  go 
beyond  their  own  homes  or  those  of  their  kindred  for  the 
relaxation  and  association  which  are  proper  for  the  Sabbath 
day,  and  we  therefore  discourage  more  traveling  than  is 
necessary  for  this  purpose  and  for  attendance  upon  appointed 
meetings . 

Let  all  unnecessary  labour  be  suspended,  and  let  no 
encouragement  be  given  by  the  attendance  of  members  of  the 
Church  at  places  of  amusement  and  recreation  on  the  Sabbath 
day.   If  Sunday  is  spent  in  our  meetings  and  in  our  homes, 
great  blessings  will  come  to  our  families  and  communities.

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"YE  ARE  MY  FRIENDS  IF  YE  DO  WHATSOEVER  I  COMMAND  YOU" 
JOHN   15:14. 

The  space  at  my  command  will  not  permit  me  giving  in  detail 
all  the  commands  which  Jesus  Christ  specifically  gave  to  his  dis- 
ciples, but  I  desire  to  draw  your-  attention  to  an  incident  which 
was  of  such  importance  that  three  of  the  four  Gospel  writers  men- 
tion it.   I  do  not,  for  a  moment,  believe  they  compared  notes  be- 
fore their  letters  of  testimony  left  their  hands,  as  in  some  de- 
tails they  differ,  but  all  agree  that  the  young  man  went  away  very 
sorrowful . 

Matthew  reports  as  follows:-  "And,  behold,  one  came  and  said 
unto  him,  Good  Master,  what  good  thing  shall  I  do,  that  I  may  have 
eternal  life?  And  he  said  unto  him,  Why  callest  thou  me  good? 
there  is  none  good  but  one,  that  is,  God:  but  if  thou  wilt  enter 
into  life,  keep  the  commandments.   He  saith  unto  him,  Which?  Jesus 
said,  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery, 
Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness,  Honour 
thy  father  and  thy  mother:  and,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.   The  young  man  saith  unto  him,  All  these  things  have  I 
kept  from  my  youth  up:  what  lack  I  yet?   Jesus  said  unto  him,  If 
thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go  and  sell  that  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the 
poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven:  and  come  and  follow 
me.   But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying,  he  went  away  sorrow- 
ful: for  he  had  great  possessions."   Matthew  19:16-22. 

When  I  read  from  the  other  writers  that  the  young  man  was  a 
ruler  among  the  people,  and  when  Jesus  beholding  him  very  sorrow- 
ful loved  him;  that  he  had  humbled  himself  to  kneel  before  Jesus 
to  make  his  inquiry  --  I  am  fully  convinced  of  his  sincerity. 

The  incident  brought  forth  some  startling  expressions  from 
Jesus  to  his  disciples,  for  he  said:  "How  hardly  shall  they  that 
have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  I" 

Surely, one  might  say, a  rich  young  ruler  who  was  sufficiently 
humble  as  to  kneel  before  Christ  and  ask  for  guidance,  and  on  being 
told,  could  with  evident  truth  say:  "All  these  things  have  I  kept 
from  my  youth  up,"  was  worthy  to  be  called  a  disciple. 

Evidently  the  Saviour's  teaching  had  left  no   doubt  in  his 
mind  regarding  the  necessity  of  his  accepting  Him  as  the  great 
teacher,  and  that  all  who  would  obtain  life  eternal  must  be  obedi- 
ent to  all  His  commandments,  whether  specifically  mentioned  in  the 
Law  or  the  prophets  before  or  not. 

For  he  did  not  take  up  an  obdurate  attitude  and  say :  I  am 
living  by  the  Law  and  the  prophets,  and  they  never  said  before  a 
man  can  obtain  life  eternal  they  must  sell  all  their  possessions 
and  give  the  proceeds  to  the  poor  and  follow  them. 

I  believe  we  might  take  this  incident  as  portraying  the  cor- 
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reot  attitude  of  a  true  investigator  and.  test  ourselves  by  it.  In 
doing  so  I  am  convinced  there  are  those  who  would  see  the  need  for 
great  sorrowfulness  when  they  discover  that  the  paying  of  an  honest 
tithe  or  the  observance  of  a  sacred  Sabbath  day  to  be  a  greater 
Cross  than  they  are  willing  to  carry  and  follow  Christ. 

Others  find  again  the  observance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  too 
big  a  cross  to  bear,  even  though  its  blessings  are  great.  So  we 
find  it  is  possible  to  even  allow  an  acquired  habit  to  become  a 
barrier  to  our  entrance  into  life  eternal. 

A  man,  as  a  general  rule,  would  give  all  he  possesses  for  his 
life,  and  although  there  be  many  who  express  words  to  the  effect 
that  they  really  believe  in  the  principle  of  life  eternal,  where 
riches  may  be  heaped  up  and  become  eternal  —  they  lack  courage  to 
bear  the  Cross  through  which  they  are  obtainable  whether  it  be  the 
cross  to  obey  a  commandment  of  God,  or  the  discontinuance  of  some 
habit  which  God  has  counselled  is  injurious  to  health  and  conduct. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  seems  to  stand 
out  in  the  world  of  religions  as  the  only  one  who  declares  that:  A 
man  or  woman  cannot  enjoy  the  spirit  of  God  according  to  the  prom- 
ises of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  unless  they  are  Baptized  by  immersion 
and  that  by  authority  of  God's  servants  for  the  remission  of  sins; 
pay  their  tithes  unto  God  for  the  furtherance  of  his  work;  observe 
the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy;  refrain  from  the  use  of  strong 
drinks  and  the  personal  use  of  tobacco. 

The  Church  does  not  for  one  moment  lay  less  stress  or  impor- 
tance upon  anyone  and  all  the  other  commandments  of  God,  which 
generally  appertain  to  man's  duty  toward  his  neighbour,  than  do 
other  churches. 

We  believe  it  absolutely , necessary  to  give  strict  obedience  > 
to  all  the  commandments  of  God  other  than  the  Jewish  ceremonial  laws 
which  were  given  through  Moses  for  the  children  of  Israel,  prior  to 
the  death  of  Christ. 

We  believe  in  being  obedient  to  all  God  has  revealed  of  his 
will,  all  that  he  does  now  reveal  for  our  guidance,  and  we  believe 
He  will  yet  reveal  many  great  and  important  things  pertaining  to  the 
Kingdom  of  God,  which  will  demand  of  us  a  sacrifice  of  some  desire 
or  of  habit  formed  before  we  may  obtain  the  blessing:  for  He  will 
lead  us  on  and  on  from  perfection  to  perfection  just  as  readily  as 
we  show  willingness  to  obey  and  follow  our  perfect  leader,  Jesus 
Christ. 

It  is  surprising  how  many  things  we  allow  ourselves  to  do,  and 
do  do  with  little  self  condemnation  until  the  influence  of  the 
spirit  of  God  is  given  free  access  within  our  life;  then  one  thing 
after  another  begins  to  stand  out  in  our  life  of  which  we  are  a 
little  ashamed,  and  forsake,  or  endeavour  to  overcome,  without  search- 
ing the  Scriptures  to  see  if  we  are  compelled  to  do  so  or  not. 

When  we  find  ourselves  being  led  by  the  spirit  of  God  in  that, 
then  we  are  fully  able  to  understand  the  words  of  John  as  follows: 
"These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  concerning  them  that  seduce 
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you.  But  the  anointing  which  ye  have  received  of  him  abide th  in 
yo\i,  and  ye  neea  not  that  any  man  teach  you:  but  as  the  same  an- 
ointing teaehe'th  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth,  and  is  no  lie, 
and  even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  him."  1  John  2. 
The  spiritual  growth  of  our  life  is  much  like  the  growth  of 
the  tree,  we  must  be  constantly  budding  out  with  new  developments 
from  which  good  fruits  may  be  gathered.   We  should  develop  the 
kindly  and  graceful  manner  of"  speech  in  place  of  the  harsh  and 
curt;  the  gentle  answer  instead  of  a  challenge  to  strife;  the  will- 
ingness to  take  a  correction  or  rebuke  in  humbleness  without  of- 
fence; a  willingness  to  force  ourselves  to  do  the  right  thing,  even 
though  feelings  of  timidity  or  fear  of  loss  face  us;  a  willingness 
to  forego  all  things  that  hinder  us  as  children  of  God  from  stand- 
ing out  as  a  light  and  a  guide  to  both  the  youngest  or  oldest  with 
whom  we  associate.  Indeed  we  should  stand  out  as  separate  and  dis- 
tinct against  all  forms  or  the  very  appearance  of  unrighteousness, 
lest  we  might  mislead  another. 

We  should  day  by  day  apply  ourselves  to  the  spiritual  devel- 
opment by  a  prayerful  and  systematic  search  and  study  of  the  Scrip- 
tures that  we  may  be  teachers  indeed,  remembering  that  man  cannot 
live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  from  the 
mouth  of  Cod. 

To  please  God  we  must  grow  in  righteous  intelligence.  We  must 
learn  the  laws  of  Godliness  and  apply  them,  or  we  will  become  stag- 
nant arid  obnoxious.  His  kingdom  offers  untfld  opportunities  for  ac- 
tive service  to  the  humblest  and  the  poorest  among  us. 

Learn  this  one  lesson, that  growth  is  an  absolute  essential, 
or  death  takes  place;  and  remember  that  immediately  we  learn  a  thing 
to  do  which  is  pleasing  unto  God  and  we  fail  to  do  it,  that  becomes 
a  law  unto  us  and  a  failure  to  obey  is  sin,  and  will  be  the"one 
thing  we  lack"  like  the  rich  young  ruler,  damning  our  entrance  into 
eternal  life  until  it  is  removed  by  compliance. 

Let  us  all  examine  ourselves  frequently,  honestly  and  severe- 
ly, tbat  God  may  be  pleased  to  bless  us  with  all  that  which  Jesus 
Christ  died  to  obtain  for  us.

These  are  principles  which  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ  laid  down  for  the  children  of  men  to  follow,  that  they 
may  receive  the  blessings  which  God  the  Father  promised  to  those 
who  keep  his  commandments.

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"THE    FAST-LAY" 

Latter-Lay  Saints  are  counseled  to  abstain  from  eating  dur- 
ing the  forenoon  and  afternoon  of  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month. 
This  practice,  as  many  can  testify,  benefits  the  human  body  and 
promotes  spiritual  power.  The  monthly  testimony  meetings  in  which 
all  members  of  the  Church  are  invited  to  pray  or  speak  or  sing,  to 
bear  testimony  or  give  admonition,  as  the  spirit  may  direct,  are 
held  on  this  day.  Fast-day  is  a  day  of  rejoicing. 

It  is  further  enjoined  upon  the  Saints  to  use  the  money  saved 
on  the  day  of  fasting  as  an  offering  to  the  Church  for  the  support 
of  the  poor.  This  is  a  very  simple  and  effective  means  of  caring 
for  those  in  poverty.  If  this  plan  were  strictly  followed  through- 
out the  world,  the  needs  of  all  the  poor  would  be  supplied.  The 
saving  of  two  meals  in  a  month  by  a  people  would  feed  completely 
one-fortieth  of  the  number;  and  those  who  make  the  offering  would 
be  healthier  and  happier  thereby.  The  blessings  of  fast-day  obser- 
vance flow  not  only  from  the  direct  abstinence  from  food,  but  also 
from  the  act  of  giving  to  those  who  are  unfortunate.  To  remember 
the  poor  is  to  invite  blessings  from  the  Lord. 

Some  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  do  not  feel  able  to  go  with- 
out food  on  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  of  Fast  Sunday.  Nevertheless, 
they  should  make  their  offering  to  the  poor,  so  that  they  may  not 
be  deprived  of  the  spiritual  blessings  that  come  from  giving.  By  so 
doing,  the  time  will  more  quickly  come  when  they  will  feel  able  to 
observe  the  period  of  fast.  All  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  are 
for  the  good  of  man.  The  monthly  day  of  fast  and  the  accompanying 
donation  to  the  poor,  if  properly  observed,  give  increased  physical 
and  spiritual  power  and  joy.  --(Millennial  Star).

"FAST  LAY  ANL  FAST  OFFERINGS" 
By  President  Charles  A.  Callis,  Southern  States  Mission. 

"Remember  the  poor',"  was  the  counsel  Peter,  James  and  John  gave 
to  the  Apostle  Paul,  "the  same  which  I  also  was  forward  to  do  "  he 
said.  (Gal.  2:10.) 

The  duty  is  laid  upon  us  to  impart  of  our  substance  to  the 
worthy  poor,  and  this  duty  will  continue,  "For  the  poor  always  ye 
have  with  you."   (John  12:8.) 

"The  saints  are  instructed  by  the  authority  of  the  priesthood, 
which  directs  their  activities,  to  hold  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month  as  a  fast  day.  Fast  meetings  are  held  on  that  day  in  every 
ward  in  the  Church,  to  which  the  Saints  gather,  fasting  and  praying, 
and  testifying  before  the  Lord  of  his  goodness  to  them."  On  that  day 
every  member  of  the  Church  is  requested  to  observe  the  fast.  The 
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Biblical  fast  was  from  sundown  to • sundown .  This  fast  of  twenty-four 
hours  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Lord,  tut  the  Presidency  of 
His  Church  has  instructed  all  members  that  if  they  do  not  fast  for 
that  full  length  of  time,  that  they  should  at  least  abstain  from 
eating  two  meals  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month.  This  require- 
ment may  be  easily  kept  by  the  weakest  of  the  Saints,  or  of  those 
who  can  be  called  Saints  ....  The  instruction  from  the  Presidency 
of  the  Church  to  its  membership  is,  that  on  each  fast  day  they 
should  abstain  from  eabing  at  least  two  meals,  and  that  the  value 
of  the  food  which  would  be  consumed  in  these  two  meals  should  be 
contributed  as  a  fast  day  donation  for  the  benefit  of  the  pocr." 
--President  Charles  V.'.  Kibley. 

By  fasting,  which  produces  a  craving  and  a  desire  for  food, 
the  soul  is  drawn  out  to  the  hungry.  The  desire  for  food  and  the 
weakness  that  follows  hunger  causes  us  to  keenly  sense  the  needs  cf 
the  poor.  It  brings  us  into  close  sympathy  with  the  needy  and  moves 
us  to  help  them.  "Give  yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer."  (1  Cor. 
7:5.) 

The  practice  of  abstaining  from  food,  at  least  from  two  meals, 
en  the  fast  day,  which  usually  extends  from  the  evening  of  Saturday 
tc  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  should  be  regarded  as  a  religious  duty. 
The  fast  day  meetings  should  be  held  regularly.  The  saints  will 
receive  spiritual  strength  in  standing  on  their  feet,  bearing  testi- 
mony of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  and  testifying  of  the  blessings 
which  they  have  received  from  the  Lord.  These  fast  meetings  are 
blessed  by  "the  pure  testimony  poured  forth  in  the  Spirit." 

We  are  told  in  the  scriptures  that  the  Lord  heareth  the  poor. 
(?s.  69:33.)  He  will  satisfy  the  poor  with  bread.  (?s.  132:15.)  He 
that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord.  (Prov.  19:17.) 
The  poor  have  complained  before  him.  (D.  &  C.  38:16.)  When  we  impart 
of  our  substance  unto  the  poor,  we  do  it  unto  the  Lord.  (P.  &  C. 
42:31.)  We  must  remember  the  poor.  (D.  &  C.  42:30.)  "Thou  shalt 
open  thine  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  pocr,  and  to  tiay  needy, 
in  thy  land."  (Deut.  15:11.) 

"Moreover  when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad 
countenance;  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  they  may  appear 
untc  men. to' fast.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  They  have  their  reward. 
But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head,  and  wash  thy  face; 
That  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father  which  is 
in  secret:  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward  thee 
openly."  (Matt.  6:16,17,16.) 

"Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  chosen?  To  loose  the  bands 
of  wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy  burdens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed 
go  free,  and  that  ye  break  every  yoke?  Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread 
to  the  hungry  ...  And  if  thou  draw  out  thy  soul  to  the  hungry,  and 
satisfy  the  afflicted  soul;  then  shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity, 
and  thy  darkness  be  as  the  noon  day."  (Isa.  58:6-10.) 

Fasting  in  the  season  thereof  improves  the  health  speedily. 
It  humbles  the  spirit  and  gives  humility  of  mind  by  undoing  the 
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burden  of  pride.  It  helps  us  to  break  every  yoke  that  oppresses  the 
spirit  and  which  prevents  us  from  drawing  near  the  Lord.  And  when 
we  are  humble  we  are  in  a  state  of  mind  to  receive  the  favor  of  God 
Remember  the  poor.    "Liahona" . 


"PROVE  ALL  THINGS" 

We  are,  undoubtedly,  all  tested  for  several  things.  We  are 
tested  for  our  spiritual  strength,  intellectual  strength,  muscular 
strength,  and  for  any  quality -which  has  a  chance  of  either  failure 
or  success. 

Before  missionaries  go  into  the  field  they  are  spending  their 
time  for  man;  after  they  are  in  the  field  —  for  God;  and  when  they 
return  home  --  they  are  inclined  to  continue  in  a  path  leading  to 
God  through  man.

Nevertheless,  when  you  mention  the  word  "Mormon"  to  them,  they  do 
not  crouch  and  spring,  but  rather  sneak  away  without  knowing  the 
truth.  They  would  rather  be  led  by  the  hasty  decision  of  unworthy 
investigators.  Modern  day  investigator  is  eager  to  find  things  out 
for  himself  instead  of  being  satisfied  with  what  others  tell  him. 
In  the  light  of  a  modern  day,  people  will  investigate  for  themselves 
and  find  treasures  of  "hidden  knowledge"  which  will  bring  them  joy 
untold. 

Strive  to  find  these  "treasures  of  hidden  knowledge"  by  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  Standard  Works  of  the  Church,  namely:
